To the Inhabitants of the Town of Loudon in the 
County of Merrimack in said State, qualified to vote in 
Town Affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at Town Hall in said 
State on Tuesday, the 13th day of March, next at 9 of the 
clock in the forenoon, to act upon the following subjects: 


1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the year 
ensuing. 


2. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary 
to defray town charges for the ensuing year and make 
appropriations of the same. 


3. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $1,500.00 for the purchase of protec- 
tive clothing and alerting equipment for the Fire Depart- 
ment. (The above funds to come from Revenue Sharing). 


4. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $5,000.00 for the Fire Department 
Capital Reserve Fund, as set up in the 1963 Town Meet- 
ing. 


5. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $5,000.00 for the Town Highway 
Capital Reserve Fund. 


6. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $16,000.00 for the purchase of a new 
dump truck. 


7. By Request: To see if the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate the sum cf $973.04 for services to low 
income residents of Loudon through the Concord Area 
Center of the Community Action Program, Belknap- 
Merrimack Counties, Inc. 


8. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the with- 
drawal from the Revenue Sharing Fund, established 
under the provision of the State and Local Assistance 
Act of 1972, for use as set off against budgeted appro- 
priations for the following priority purposes and in the 
amount indicated.

9. To see if the Town will vote to allow 2% discount 
on all property taxes paid within thirty days after pres- 
entation of the tax bill. , 


10. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Se- 
lectmen and the Town Treasurer to borrow a sum or 
sums of money not to exceed in aggregate more than 
75% of the anticipated amount to be collected in taxes 
for the current municipal year and to issue in the name 
and on the credit of the Town of Loudon, negotiable 
notes thereof, said notes to be paid in 1979 from taxes 
collected during the current municipal year. 
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11. By Request of the Planning Board. To see if the 
Town favors the Planning Board adopting the following 
subdivision regulation amendments. 


1. Increasing the minimum lot size from one to two 
acres. 


2. Increasing the minimum frontage requirement 
from 200’ to 300’. 


3. Limiting the number of approved lots in any new 
subdivision to not exceed five per year of the 
total in the subdivision. 


To see if the Town will require the Selectmen to sub- 
mit all new road dedicated to public use to the Town for 
acception or rejection at any Town Meeting. 


12. By Petition: In order to protect the Health and 
Safety of the residents of Loudon and to maintain the 
values of its properties and the ecological balance of the 
Loudon area, the following Soil, Sand and Gravel re- 
moval conditions are put forth: 


Permit: All commercial soil, sand and gravel removal 
operations after the effective date of this ordinance shall 
apply for a permit. Exception would be in the case of 
construction of a building on said property. 


Permit fee shall be established by the Board of Permit 
and amounts collected set aside for road repairs and 
maintenance for Loudon Town roads to offset added 
wear and tear caused by heavy truck operations asso- 
ciated with Soil, Sand and Gravel pit operations. 


Procedure: Application for permit shall include site plan 
showing boundaries of the whole property. Plan shall 
show existing and proposed ground elevations of the 
land proposed for excavation, describe removal areas, 
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the means of storm water drainage. The plan shall show 
sidelines adjoining properties both public and private. 
The Board shail not require such plan to be drawn by a 
registered surveyor or engineer. 


Restoration and regrading plans shall be submitted show- 
ing final grades. Limits shall be placed as to how close 
mined area can be to adjoining dwellings, private and 
public properties and to public highways. Screening suit- 
able to the Board shall be erected to screen operations 
and not to detract from the scenic beauty of the area. 

A bond, the amount set by the Board shall be posted to 
insure restoration and screening of the property. 


Remarks: Large scale soil, sand and gravel pit operations 
effect each resident of Loudon with impact on their prop- 
erty values, the added cost of road maintenance, their 
health and safety due to added noises and traffic condi- 
tions created by mining operations. 


The Board of Permit shall weigh the effect of soil, sand 
and gravel removal before granting said permit. Excep- 
tions shall be already existing operations prior to the 
date of the proposed Ordinance, they shall automatically 
be granted said permit but shall be governed by the Ordi- 
nance. 


13. By Petition: To see if the Town will vote to protect 
farming by adopting the following Town Ordinance: 


‘‘No building, structure or other cover to be used for 
human habitation shall be located and erected on any 
field area of more than five (5) acres. “Field area’’ means 
land shown as cleared on the aerial photographs which 
have been taken for the Town by James W. Sewell prior 
to the effective date of this ordinance. Predominently 
brush covered land and land used in the growing of 
timber, as shown on said photographs, are not included; 
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but abutting fields are to be considered together if not 
subdivided on the effective date of this ordinance. This 
ordinance does not apply to existing buildings, structures 
or covers or future additions or alterations thereto !o- 
cated on such field areas; nor shall this ordinance apply 
to any such field area proven by a building permit appli- 
cant to have been unsuitable for the production of crops 
or livestock at the time the aforesaid aerial photographs 
were taken.” 


14. By Petition: To reopen the Bee Hole Road from 
Chichester Road (7/10 mile to Welch’s home) and to be 
maintained as a Town right-of-way. 


15. By Petition: To see if the Town will vote to close 
Lovejoy Road from the current point of gates and bars 
to the Canterbury Town Line. (Approximately 200 yards) 


16. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $1,398.00 for the Central New Hamp- 
shire Regional Planning Commission. 


17. By Request: Merrimack Valley Day Care Center 
Service to raise $40.00 for care of one child from Loudon. 


18. To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen 
and Treasurer to withdraw funds from Land Sales Ac- 
count as needed to meet unemployment compensation 
charges incurred during 1979. Or in the alternative, 
appropriate $1,000.00 to meet this expense. 


19. By Request: To see if the Town will vote to appro- 
priate $10,000.00 per year for a period of Ten years in 
a Capital Reserve Fund to be applied against a Municipal 
Complex to house our Town officers, Fire Department 
and Recreation Facility. 
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20. By Request: To see if the Town will vote to appro- 
priate $900.00 for a summer outdoor recreation program 
to include moneys for a director on a part-time basis and 
needed equipment to support such programs. Monies to 
be added to existing Recreation appropriate. 


21. By Request: To see if the Town will vote to con- 
tinue the Municipal Community Building Committee for 
the ensuing year. 


22. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
transfer of proceeds from Bicentennial Funds and Fair 
Association funds to Trustee of the Trust Funds. 


23. To see if the Town will authorize Selectmen and 
Treasurer to withdraw funds from Land Sales Account 
as needed to meet unexpected Welfare demands incurred 
during 1979. 


24. To see if the Town will vote to pass the following 
Ordinance. 


No person shall drink any alcoholic beverage or alco- 
holic liquor as defined in Chapter 175 of the New Hamp- 
shire Statutes Annotated, upon any public highway, 
street, road, alley, park, or any private way laid out 
under authority of statute, and places provided and main- 
tained by public institutions to which state or town funds 
are appropriated for public use, or any public or private 
parking lot which is maintained primarily for the benefit 
of paying customers, within the limits of Loudon, pro- 
vided however that a majority of the Board of Selectmen 
may grant specific and limited permission of any person 
for the use of said alcoholic beverages in connection with 
any gathering or function in exception to this ordinance, 
subject to such conditions as the said Board may deem 
desirable. This offense shall constitute a violation as de- 
fined in RSA 651:2. 
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25. To transact any other business that may legally 
come before said meeting.

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SELECTMEN’S REPORT 
1978 


1978 began with the purchase of a new C-65 Chevro- 
let dump truck for the Highway Department. 


We were stunned and deeply saddened by the sudden 
passing of our fellow Selectman Gerald B. Smith. He was 
a loved and deeply respected member of the community 
and shall be sorely missed. The 1978 Town Report is 
dedicated in his honor. 


The unanimous termination of our then Acting Police 
Chief was probably the most controversial decision made 
during this year. However, it was felt at the time to be a 
necessity for the future benefit of the Town and it re- 
mains unanimous that this action was warranted and 
fully justified. 


We want to extend a special thanks to Mel Gullage 
who took over the town Police Department during the 
time of turmoil, laboring under very difficult circum- 
stances. 


Virgil Johnston was appointed as junior selectman on 
May 9, 1978, filling the appointment left by the passing 
of Gerald B. Smith. On June 8, 1978, Roger Dow was 
appointed trustee of the Trust fund, replacing Dennis 
Chesley, who resigned for persona! reasons. Mrs. Doris 
Berwick and Francis Tewksbury were appointed to the 
Planning Board, replacing Jerry Santas, who resigned 
for personal reasons, and Robert Upton, who relocated in 
Canterbury. 


Insurance covering the town, its Police Department 
and its officers was purchased and secures us now against 
civil rights suits up to five hundred thousand dollars. 
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The Shaker Brook Development Road project was set- 
tled in court with the Town receiving approximately 
$20,000.00 for completion of the Road and bringing it up 
to Town standards. 


A permanent Police, Chief James O’Flynn, was ap- 
pointed effective November 4, 1978, and has brought 
with him the professional services believed to be needed 
with the day to day growth of our town. Its expansion 
both in experience and professionalism will make our 
Police Department one of the best in the state and will 
provide a foundation of assured law and order in our 
town for years to come. We can only hope that those 
townspeople who appreciate a good living society under 
the protection of a well organized, efficient law enforce- 
ment department, will support its efforts. 


Barbara Bohannon, who has been working as secretary 
to the selectmen for the past year or so has been assigned 
full time administrative Assistant (40 hour week). By 
taking this step, along with the coming relocation of the 
Selectmen’s office, we feel that we can provide full time 
service to our townspeople, making information and 
problem solving readily accessible, while at the same 
time placing them in a comfortable atmosphere. The 
office area in the town garage is now being remodeled to 
accommodate this move. 


The sanitary landfill is now in full operation, and while 
we realize it to be slightly more inconvenient for dump- 
ing operations, we can also appreciate the fact that we 
are abiding by the laws of our state and federal govern- 
ment. Since the operation of this landfill, not one rodent 
has been spotted to our knowledge in its confines. 


It has been a long struggling year but we are happy in 
knowing that our Town is in good shape financially. Re- 
gardless of unforseen or unpredicted expenses, and we 
had many, we have been as austere as possible and it is 
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believed to have paid off. We want to thank all of our fel- 
low town officers whose support was offered and readily 
accepted, also, our heartfelt thanks to the ladies of the 
Fire Department Auxiliary who gave their time and 
effort into making our election days comfortable by serv- 
ing such tasty and wonderful meals. Most of all, we say 
thanks to our townspeople who understand the problems 
of todays Town Government and have had patience and 
understanding toward our efforts. Thank you for your 
support in 1978.

HIGHWAY DEPARTMENT REPORT 


Another year has passed and the Highway Department 
has seen a number of changes. In some ways it hasn’t 
been an easy year for the Department. 

We have a new plow and front mounted wing on our 
newest truck, and it seems to be working out quite well 
so far. Our two older trucks and the grader continue to 
give us some problems. 

Due to the demand for quicker and increased services, 
and the age of one of our trucks, we should consider a 
new truck for the Highway Department this coming year. 
If we purchase a new truck this year, it should be one 
that is large enough and durable. 

Last year we did some work on Piper Hill Road and re- 
placed three culverts on Ricker Road. We laid our 300 
yards of cold patch and the roads could use more. Our 
major summer project was replacing culverts, shim- 
ming, and sealing the Ridge Road, approximately five 
miles. This year and every year we should seal at least 
five miles. 

Three things of great importance to better our roads 
are as follows: 


1. Oil to seal our paved roads 


2. Screened sand; to mix cold patch, back sand and 
winter sand. 


3. Crushed bank run gravel to improve the surface of 
dirt roads. 


I wish to thank my employees and the townspeople 
for their cooperation for the past year.

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REPORT OF THE POLICE DEPARTMENT 
February 19, 1979 


1978-79 again brought new changes to the Loudon 
Police Department, together with a need to introduce 
new faces to the community. The Department as pres- 
ently mandated by the residents through their elected 
representatives (the Board of Selectmen) has the benefit 
of the services of a Chief of Police with sufficient exper- 
tise in the management of a professional agency to match 
the service needs of the Loudon community. In addition 
the core of the Department consists of trained and certi- 
fied regular officers with several years of experience 
after graduation from the New Hampshire Police Acad- 
emy. Around this core is built a complement of dedicated 
and closely supervised special officers in a part time 
capacity, five of whom are enrolled in a state sponsored 
law enforcement training program. 


The structure of the Department was designed to 
match as closely as possible the known and projected 
needs of the Town for police service. A subgrant awarded 
tc Loudon by the Governors Commission on Crime and 
Delinquency has been in a large measure responsible for 
the accomplishment of this goal. Under this program, 
two full time officers are funded for one year including 
their salaries, uniforms and benefits at a total cost of 
$1,205 to the Town which is 5% of the total subgrant 
award. Further increase in services was achieved by the 
installation of the 228-1631 telephone line at the Police 
Station which now enables Loudon Police personnel to 
answer calls for service directly, with improved quality 
of response in less time. 

Loudon is one of several towns in Merrimack county 
experiencing a substantial increase in its growth rate. 
One evidence attesting to the substantially enlarged 
growth rate is the fact of 31 building permits granted 
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in 1977. The issuance of more than 90 building permits 
in 1978 translates to an estimated 190% increase in 
growth rate over the previous year, with an attendant 
drain on the Towns service facilities. The evidenced need 
for increased public services together with a demon- 
strated. desire for locally controlled yet professionally 
responsive police department requires an adequate ad- 
ministrative base. Such a base is now a reality and the 
Department is able to satisfy the needs of accountability, 
court presentation and investigation through the utiliza- 
tion of the Uniform Crime Report System now in use by 
the majority of law enforcement agencies. 

The presently structured Department has only been in 
operation for four months, but the available statistics 
even of such a short time indicate the increased needs 
for Department services.

The Department to date processed complaints of stolen 
property valued at $942.00, all of which was recovered 
through investigation and arrest. In addition more than 
85% of vandalism complaints were adjudicated with 
restitution to the victims. 

The Department utilizes statistical data to identify 
problem areas requiring special attention. One such area 
pinpointed is indicated by the frequency of juvenile of- 
fenses. In a direct response to specific juvenile problems 
and in an effort to involve the entire community in youth 
oriented activities the Department has formulated an 
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Explorer program in association with the Boy Scouts of 
America. Police Cadets and other diverse programs are 
in the formulation stages and the Department has com- 
mitments of cooperation from several professionals and 
agencies in the field of youth activities. 


The Department budget reflects both the increased re- 
quest for police services and the tools with which to pro- 
vide it. Every budget item was carefully examined and 
justified against actual need in a presentation to the 
Board of Selectmen and the Treasurer, to include the 
total cost of the Department including a much needed 
new police cruiser. 

I have been greatly impressed by the dedication to 
service as well as organizational discipline that the vol- 
unteers of the Loudon Fire Department have demon- 
strated. I have personally experienced a number of inci- 
dents in which their rapid and effective response, partic- 
ularly to Medical Emergencies, has been instrumental in 
saving life. 


I wish to thank the many citizens and officials of Lou- 
don, including the Board of Selectmen for their extensive 
assistance during the Departments transition and I sin- 
cerely hope that I may count on the current level of 
citizen cooperation to continue. 

Below, is a synopsis of the police responsibilities that 
guided the formulation of Loudon Police Department’s 
policies. 


1. To prevent and control conduct widely recognized 
as threatening to life and property. 


2. To aid individuals who are in danger of physical 
harm, such as the victim of a criminal attack. 


3. To protect constitutional guarantees, such as the 
right of free speech and assembly. 


4. To facilitate the movement of people and vehicles. 
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. To assist those who cannot care for themselves; the 
intoxicated, the addicted, the mentally ill, the physi- 
cally disabled, the old and the young. 


. To resolve conflict, whether it be between individ- 
uals, groups of individuals, or individuals and their 
government. 

. To identify problems that have the potential for 
becoming more serious problems for the individual 
citizen, for the police, or for the government. 


. TO CREATE AND MAINTAIN A FEELING OF 
SECURITY IN THE COMMUNITY. 


The Loudon Police Department, through the efforts 
and development of policy, is proceeding to redefine its 
role in the community and assess its procedures in terms 
of community expectations. These policies establish 
overall guidelines for Loudon Police operations and prac- 
tices that will be responsive to community priorities. 


The policy manual now in effect, provides the Loudon 
Police Department with a set of standards for which it 
can be held accountable, while at the same time, indicat- 
ing to the community just where the department stands 
on major issues.

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LOUDON VOLUNTEER FIRE DEPARTMENT 
REPORT FOR 1978 


This has been another year of increased calls for the 
Fire Department. The increase has been very rapid, 
from 25 in 1972 to 141 this year. As the calls for the 
Fire Department increase so does the strain on the vol- 
unteer and equipment. 


After several years of effort by the Fire Department 
and Capitol Area Mutual Aid the towns dispatched by 
the central dispatch were granted ‘an increased area of 
preferred insurance rates. In the past, buildings three 
miles from the Loudon Fire Station received a lower 
insurance rate than those buildings beyond. The new 
preferred rate area is five miles from any fire station in 
the Capitol Area Mutual Aid. This should make insur- 
ance rates equal throughout most of the town. 


I would like to thank the town and all the people who 
worked on the fire station addition. This was a greatly 
needed improvement. 


The Fire Department urges caution with the installa- 
tion and operation of wood stoves. The calls for chimney 
fires and fires related to improper installation and opera- 
tion of wood stoves are increasing at a very high rate. 
Many chimneys that are involved with fire problems are 
in very poor condition and should be repaired or re- 
placed. 


Of the 141 calls responded to last year, 48 were of 
medical nature. The Fire Departments trained medical 
squad is seriously undermanned to handle this increased 
load. Perhaps it is time for the towns people to decide 
whether the Fire Department should continue this type 
of coverage and if so, how. 
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The calls for the year were:

Medical Emergencies 33 Mutual Aid Calls 23 
Motor Vehicle Accidents 15 House Fires 10 
Brush Fires 19 Furnace Problems 2 
False Calls 2 Investigations 9

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REPORT OF BUILDING COMMITTEE 


Last March we came to you asking for help. With your 
vote of support, we were given $13,300 to maintain and 
update the Village Fire Station as was needed. We did 
this by tearing down one bay and constructing a new 
and bigger one; also putting a new roof on the east side 
of the station. 

In May we started, with all volunteer labor, and tore 
down the East bay which was too small to allow our 
department to grow. In picture #1 you can see where we 
started. 

Picture #2 shows the cooperation of Highway Depart- 
ment to clear up the old floor that had been broken by 
the weight of the heavier trucks of today. They dug out 
a larger area and leveled up the site for our new addition. 

The footing and cement floor were contracted out. In 
the first part of July, picture #3 shows the volunteers 
framing up the new bay which is 20 ft. by 56 ft. and 12 ft. 
high. The building was a lot of work but enjoyed by this 
group of people with pride of improving their commu- 
nity. This bay will give us room to grow and the height 
ability to reload our hose beds in the winter time without 
getting the hose wet outside. After each run in the winter 
all pumps and piping have to be drained to keep them 
from freezing the next time out. The new floor has 
drains in it to make this easier for us now. 

The first weekend in August we were real lucky to be 
able to get help from the 368th Army Reserves, Co. D. 
out of Concord. They helped us set the truss roof with 
their crane. This day is pictured on the cover. It was a 
very big day, enjoyed by both the Fire Department and 
the Reserves because it took us another big jump for- 
ward. Also it gave the Army Reserves a chance to get 
some realistic training with their Crane, and the oppor- 
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tunity to help a small community with a worthwhile 
project through their Community Action Program. 

Picture #4 shows the new bay very near completion. 
By the time this is printed, the building will be com- 
pleted. We, the department, are quite pleased with the 
space we now have to work in, and would like to thank 
all of you who supported us. 

On behalf of the Building Committee, I would like to 
thank the 8 or 10 men that volunteered their time and 
stuck it out through the entire project to make it a 
SUCCESS.

After discussion of our needs and the requirements for 
funding, we took Mr. Clifford’s advice to inquire further 
at the Community Development Office of H.U.D. in Man- 
chester. 


At this time a revised committee consisting of Melvin
